Gradually I began to see Christ teaching when 
one of my older boys would show the baby how 
to tie his shoelace, Christ forgiving when my hus- 
hand explained to the children that this time they 
would not be punished for writing on the wall. 


Wis practice and the help of God, this 
hide-and-seek with Christ became an easier and 
more rewarding game to play, but it is not with- 
out its pitfalls. I play it with our boys, who are 
old enough now to play in yards nearby, pro- 
yided they don’t go so far away that they can’t 
hear the cow bell I ring when it is time for them 
te come home.

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heart, son ...”) But more clearly than ever I 
see Christ in him when he gives up his own plans 
for finishing a report or taking a nap for a game 
of badminton with the children. Here I see Christ’s 
way of loving; instead of giving just gifts, in 
Holy Communion He gives Himself. 

Whatever it is that reminds us of Christ in 
others, nevertheless, is unimportant in itself; only 
recognizing Him and loving Him there matters. 
On it depends our reward or punishment for eter- 
nity. | 

St. Matthew clearly tells us (25: 34-46) that 
Christ said that at the end of the world He would 
separate the good from the bad, calling the just 
to everlasting life with these words: “Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, possess you the kingdom 
prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world. For I was hungry and you gave me to eat: 
I was thirsty and you gave me to drink: I was a 
stranger and you took me in: Naked and you 
covered me: sick and you visited me: I was in 
prison and you came to me.” 


Then in reply to the just who will ask, “When, 


Lord, did we see thee hungry and fed thee: thirsty 
and gave thee to drink?,” Our Lord will answer, 
“Amen I say to you, as long as you did it to one 
of these my least brethren, you did it to me.” 


Fexpic the hungry does not mean simply 
loading a plate for a beggar at the door; it means 
also—perhaps mostly, for us to whom a beggar 
seldom comes these days—preparing the meals 
for our family, fixing a snack for a crying child

who did not eat enough at lunch an hour or two 
earlier.

Inadvertently, my husband taught me how 
practical Christ means us to be in our charity. 
Jim had always been a sound sleeper, who never 
heard a noise at night. If one of the children cried, 
either I would have to get up myself or else nudge 
Jim gently and whisper, “Someone’s crying, Jim. 
Will you go?” 

One morning, after we had been married five 
years—just about the time of Jim’s baptism—TI 
awoke with the vague recollection that a child had 
cried during the night and I had not awakened. 
When I questioned Jim, he admitted he had 
covered John and given him a drink. 

“How did you ever get up?” I asked in- 
credulously. 

“It was to give a drink to the thirsty Christ, 
Marie.” 

After that, even paying a visit to a youngster 
sick in his bed upstairs could count as visiting 
Christ. 

A neighborhood child, whose mother worked 
and who would perhaps be roaming the streets 
till she came home, could come into our house 
with a new glamour about him. Here was Christ 
the stranger; gladly I took him in. 

Since I knew no actual prisoners, couldn’t I 
see that an older person whom I could take for a 
ride, or a mother kept in by many small children, 
was the prisoner whose lot I could lighten? 

Surely the thirst or hunger might even be my 
own boy’s yearning to understand his homework 
better, a friend’s craving for more knowledge of 
the true faith. : 

The stranger might be the non-Catholic long- 
ing for his home in the Church; the naked, those 
unclothed with God’s beautiful grace; the sick, 
those diseased by worldly goals; the prisoners, 
those chained to serious sins. 

Because Christ is living in others, waiting to 
be seen and loved there, no routine day can be 
dull and unchallenging: The next time someone 
asks, “What do you see in her?” do a little mental 
switching of the words and ask yourself, “Whom 
do I see in her?” 

Then, if you are on your toes, you’ll know the 
answer is, “Christ.”

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LD Evans seemed to escape 
the ills of life better than most of 
his neighbors, and at the funeral his 
wife remarked that he was never 
sick a day in his life. After the post- 
mortem the doctors had a different 
opinion. Their findings showed a 
heart condition, tuberculosis at some 
time or other, and ulcers too. It was 
clear to them that Evans made him- 
self do many thing he didn’t feel 
like doing. 

One of man’s great triumphs lies 
in his ability to make himself do 
what he is not inclined to do. Any 
consideration of maturity must look 
at some of the physical problems 
which occur in most lifetimes. And 
see how they can be overcome. In 
how many ways do persons win a 
victory over a weak or ailing body 
by their courage, their spirit. Some- 
where a little boy is learning to read 
Braille, using his tongue begause he 
has no arms. The story of Helen 
Keller and her great conquest of 
physical disability belongs to the 
whole world. Children with cere- 
bral palsy and others with the 
crippling effects of polio have grown 
into capable and happy adults. In 
their recovery therapy has been 
immensely helpful. Even more 
meaningful was the philosophy by 
which they overcame their handi- 
caps. 

Every child should learn early 
in life that his body is evidence of 
the wisdom of God. Such should be 
his education that his body is a con- 
tinuing source of wonder. Like all 
else in nature, the body has rules 
for its well-being. The fatigue 
which follows exertion or work can 
be thrown off through eating and 
sleeping. Good habits in both actions 
are rooted in childhood experiences. 
Even disabilities can be offset by a 
gdod program of living. A child’s 


schedule for sleeping is important. 


Parents may give a bad example 
through their own disregard of basic 
rules. Some people are always eat- 
ing and drinking contrary to their 
doctor’s advite, and they often an- 
nounce their violations to the com- 
munity. Children are affected—ad- 
versely—by such practices. 


By contrast, in some families 
health and hygiene are idols. With 
them nothing else counts. This of 
course is excessive in its way. For 
the body ddes have its reasonable 
needs—which differ in boys and girls. 
Children change from year to year. 
There are parents who do not help 
matters by remarking that Mary is a 
nervous child and that Johnny has 
never been very strong. In some 
homes, this conditioning begins even 
earlier. “He’s not a very good baby.” 
Actually he may be normal for his 
weeks or months. That view, re- 
flected in the care given his needs, 
may very well make him a troubled 
child, an unwell one. 

In some homes mother feels 
aggrieved. She is not appreciated. 
No one will ever know what she has 
suffered for the children. Her com- 
plaints would fill a number of books. 
Occasionally it is a private commu- 
nique from mother to daugh- 
ter: what-I-suffered-in-bringing- 
you-into-the-world. Or children have 
allergies. Some things do not agree 
with them. Or the various diseases 
of childhood have left their mark, 
their limited after-effects. These are 
disabilities with which children have 
to live. Isn’t it better to do so from 
the beginning? In reality, parents 
should provide interference for sons 
and daughters only up to a point. 
Nature considers parents expend- 
able, as soon as possible parents must 
bring their children to the point 
where they can make their own de- 
cisions.

In a university, the professor wanted 
an explanation for a late assign- 
ment. The student thought he had 
one: “I didn’t feel like working.” 
The older man, drawing on the ful- 
ness of his experience, said: “Son, 
half the work in the world is done 
by people who do not feel like it.” 
Ill-health can be a real factor in 
limiting output. But in some in- 
stances it is very hard to distinguish 
between illness and laziness. Par- 
ents ought to know the distinction 
and teach it to their children very 
early in life. 

There is nothing especially new 
about this. How many children 
would be brought into the world if 
it depended on the mother’s “feel- 
ing” like it? What is new here is the 
emphasis that from the first years 
of his life, the child should learn 
that he is RESPONSIBLE for 
assignments within his competence. 
No one wants to submit a child to a 
man’s routine; the child must be 
made ready for the role of man or 
woman. 


Most children can enjoy 
good health in this society. There 
are cases where bad will or bad 
habits can cause disorder. A cup of 
coffee and a cigarette may have 
their place: no one should ever 
identify them as breakfast. The 
night has been made for sleeping;

Prcay was the third of this pleasure 
mad trio. Her thrill reputedly came in 
shopping... Once each week when stores 
were open in the evening, she left the home 
as her, husband entered it. He prepared din- 
ner, cared for the children and put them to 
bed. Peggy met her girlfriend, shopped a 
bit and then retired to a plushy bar for 
leisurely cocktails and a very good dinner. 
The inevitable happened, Men, seeing two 
women alone week after week at a bar be- 
gan to greet them, then buy them drinks, 
then dinners. To Peggy and her girlfriend 
all of this was innocent enough. But both 
began to acquire unpleasant reputations 
which eventually reached their husbands 
and two marriages almost resulted in di- 
vorce. 

There is something quite peculiar 
about these three cases. Here are three 
women involved in the misbehavior or the 
lax behavior usually attributed to men. 
Perhaps these women were both pleasure 
mad and too emancipated. Unfortunately, 
too, such types of women are more common 
than generally believed. A Gallup poil re- 
ported the ten faults of wives most fre- 
quently cited by husbands. The fourth fault 
of wives was “too much nightclubbing and 
drinking”; the seventh, “too many outside 
interests.” Drinking is becuming more fre- 
quent in American society. A recent report 
on college students showed that 80% of the 
men and 60% of the women drank. Furth- 
ermore, 49% of college women admitted 
that they had been “tight” on at least one 
occasion. Adequate statistics are lacking 
but authorities agree that the proportion of 
women today who are alcoholics is proba- 
bly higher than at any period in American 
history. Playgirl wives are not a myth but 
a real and possibly growing phenomenon. 

The playgirl wife is not blameless for 
her frivolity, but society aids and abets her 
too. Recreation is essential ‘but it must be 
admitted that families often fail to offer 
adequate recreational facilities within the 
home. Thus children readily turn to com- 
mercialized recreation and it soon becomes 
a habit not easily given up after marriage. 
A study in rural New York state revealed

But even so there 
must be some other conclusion to draw 
from his figures. 


It’s the heighth of naivete to assume 
that today’s youth are growing more re- 
ligious while their parents are growing 
more lax. There may be some exceptions 
here and there, but the rule is “like father. 
like son!” A non-religious or irreligious set 
of parents will develop the same kind of 
off-spring, only perhaps a little worse. 

If it-is true though that 85% of youth 
today profess some sort of religious affilia- 
tion, I think the answer lies in what a 
Protestant minister told me recently. He 
said that most of the more important Pro- 
testant denominations are stepping up their 
youth activity. The Y.M.C.A. serves to keep 
Protestant youth together on a broad re- 
ligious front, but the Protestants see a

Tue fifteen foot pole vault mark was surpassed 
a few years back. In the last couple of seasons, the 
famed four-minute mile was broken, and also the 16- 
pound shot was tossed (or put) farther than 60 feet. 
And now a young man has cleared seven feet in the 
high jump, a feat that never was supposed to happen. 

Undoubtedly, the high point of the recent final 
American Olympic tryouts, held in Los Angeles, was 
the clearing of 7 feet % inch by a lad named Charley 
Dumas. of Compton Junior College. 

The many records that were broken at the final 
trvouts. held to determine United States representa- 
tives at the Olympics, next fall, in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia. should give some optimism to Uncle Sam’s 
chances against the fabled times and distances sup- 
posediy accomplished by the Russians. 

There has been too much crying that our nation 
does not properly prepare for these international 

ames. that we should subsidize our track men, as the 
ames i do. Looking at a compilation of results 
achieved in the Los Angeles meet, it would seem there 
is undue cause for worry. 

It might be well to repeat the prediction of Alex 
Wilson. the Notre Dame track coach, which was run 
here several weeks back. He stated that Russia would 
probably win the Olympics . . . if one includes all 
sports, weight-lifting, wrestling, etc. But he also 
stated that the United States would win the track and 
field championship.

But 
ry and tell anybody back on the Rose Hill campus, in 
the Bronx, in uptown New York, that Courtney wasn’t 
running for Fordham as he came from fourth to first 
on the last lap to set a new American record of 1: 46.4 
for the distance. 

It was a little sad to see Mel Whitfield wind up 
fifth in this race, and Harrison Dillard come in sixth 
in the 110-meters high hurdles dash. Both are former 
two-time Olympic gold medal. winners. 

Even more sad was the story on Duke’s Dave 
Sime, in the 100-meters dash, Notre Dame’s Aubrey 
Lewis in the 400-meters race, and Vilianova’s Don 
Bragg, in the pole vault. Sime has been setting all 
kinds of records this spring in the dashes, but pulled 
up lame at Los Angeles. Bragg, who cleared 15-feet 
indoors, was handicapped by a leg injury, vaulted no 
higher than 14-4, and wound up eighth. 

Lewis, a sophomore left half at Notre Dame last 
fall. who started four games for Terry Brennan’s 
Irish, was considered a cinch for a team berth in the 
400-meters hurdles. He was expected to battle Ohio 
State’s Glenn Davis for first place honors. Three weeks 
previous, Davis, at the Central Collegiate Conference 
meet, in Milwaukee, had set a new American record 
as he bested Lewis by inches. And two weeks pre- 
vious, at the N.C.A.A. meet, in Berkeley, Calif., Lewis 
had beaten Davis by a foot, and broken the N.C.A.A. 
mark. At Los Angeles, Davis set a new world’s mark 
of :49.5 seconds in winning, but Lewis was not around 
this time. Minutes earlier, Lewis tripped on the last 
hurdie as he was leading in his qualifying heat, and 
went sprawling as. the field raced by. The unlucky 
Lewis was to have had a final chance to make the 
team this past weekend, as he competed in the gruel- 
ing decathion tryouts, taking place July 13-14. 

Finishing behind Dumas in the high jump was 
Phil Reavis, of Villanova, who tied for second place 
with Vern Wilson, of the Santa Clara Youth Club, at 
6 feet 9% inches. Bernie Allard, of Notre Dame, was 
fourth at 6 feet 842 inches, and thus becomes the al- 
ternate in the event for the Australian trip. 


John Bennett, the former Marquette ace, tied for 
first in the broad jump, at 25 feet 8% inches. So, 
ennett, a former N.C.A.A. champion, who now rep- 
resents the Army, is assured of a voyage Down Under. 


Ken Bantam, Manhattan, will be another squad 
member, as he put the shot 59 feet 6% inches, to place

principle; spiritual books, ets. In short. a 
diet both extensive and balanced. 


‘Now, it appears to me that the number 
of those receptive to just such a column, 
and therefore to just such a book program, 
has grown very considerably in twenty 
years. More people are ready to exercise 
the mental muscles involved in serious 
reading. 

And they are getting something to ex- 
ercise those muscles on. Take for ex- 
ample, the matter of spiritual books. 
Among the most impressive developments 
in the last twenty years, I find none more 
pleasing than the rise in the number of in- 
Cisive and appealing spiritual books. With 
some exceptions, books in the spiritual 
category have the sterling virtue of being 
firmly rooted in theology, or being knowl- 
edgeable concerning the complexities of the 
heart, and of showing the way to sound de- 
votion. They avoid sentimentality and 
freakishness of every sort, and are cal- 
culated to help the reader to spiritual ma- 
turity. They are being used. 


SomerHING similar may be said of 
lives of the saints. The subject is critical- 
ly viewed, so that the biography is not a 
concatenation of unaccountable and inimit- 
able wonders. The humanity of the saint is 
presented, and the workings of the super- 
natural through the natural. The lesson is 
conveyed that the reader, though in a dif- 
ferent era or situation, can learn from the 
saint the means of holiness, and he is 
moved to put them to use. These books are 
inspirational in encouraging and instruct- 
ing laymen in the midst of the clamorous 
and giddy world to seek sanctity. 


A related feature of this period is the 
advance of interest in the Bible, and espe- 
cially the New Testament. It has seen the 
publication of several fresh, clear, read- 


able translations of the Word of God. These. 


have sold splendidly, even spectacularly. 
There is evidence that they are being read, 
not merely bought. And, right in step with 
this, there is the response to scholarly lives 
of Christ, commentaries on the Gospels, 
and other. scriptural-related books. 

This indicates a deepening of interests 
and a refinement of tastes. People are look- 
ing to books not for just pastime aids. They 
want intellectual and spiritual sustenance. 
That must be interpreted as a decisive gain 
not only for themselves but also for the 
reviewer, 

A decisive gain for the reviewer—let 
me illustrate that. What I most regret 
about the twenty years being rounded off 
is the amount of time I wasted on the peru- 
sal and dissection of trashy or near-trashy 
fiction. I was long under the impression 
that it was demanded of me that I pass on 
all the more touted pseudo-historical nov- 
els, ' those indigestible mish-mashes of 
slivers of history and gobbets of raw sex, 
technicolor romancing, and horrifying vio- 
lence. The hours lost, the headaches suf- 
fered in such idiocy! . 

Practically the same could be said of a 
notable proportion of novels in every cate- 
gory, I now perceive. Ephemeral nonsense, 
scandalously. overpraised, they are the 
penny candy of bookdom. 


W HY bother with them when, dem- 
onstrably, people are ready for far better 
things? That they are, I am convinced. It 
is a fact that serious and rewarding reading 


is ever more common. Those unacquaint-. 


ed with it try it, find it possible for them, 
and more agreeable and stimulating than 
they had imagined it could be. If only they 
will now take the next step, and guide their 
children into it by providing them with 
books of solid worth and assisting them to 

get the range of such books!

Ox of the most widely-read and 
thought-provoking men in American news- 
paper writing today is Bosley Crowther. 
Though highly praised in the past In many 
circles of the motion picture industry, today 
his name starts teeth gnashing among the 
same people. In case you don't recognize 
the name—and many won’t—Mr. Crowther 
is the film critic for the New York Times. 
The reason for the wailing and gnashing is 
because he panned the 
high-budget film Trapeze 
(United Artists). 

Since graduation from 
Princeton (28) he has 
been writing for the 
Times. One would think 
that the reviewer on one 
of the nation’s largest and 
most highly respected 
papers should know some- 
thing about his trade. 
Most will agree that he 
= does. ‘ 

Fitzgerald This is not a spiel. for 
— the N.Y. Times which, 
hesven knows, has its faults. Nor is it 
overall praise for the Lutherville, Mary- 
land-born reviewer and his opinions—many 
of which I disagree with, and violently. But 
a recent happening called to mind a couple 
of dusty principles that might stand a 
summer airing. 

In his Sunday column recently, Mr. 
Crowther emphasized a “panning” of the 
film Trapeze and headed it “A “Trapeze’ 
ean’t save the screen but films like ‘Ri- 
fifi’ can.” To pause again: my opinion of 
Rififi (recently given a C rating—and right- 
ly so—by the Legion of Decency) is to- 
tally in opposition to the opinion of the 
Times’ critic. But I believe I know what he 
was driving at in his slam at the slick, 
stereotyped thinking that considers films 
like Trapeze to be the ultimate in artistic 
creativity. 

While taking Trapeze apart Mr. Crow- 
ther over-praised the French import. Some 
in the industry feel Mr. C. is too partial to 


foreign offerings. I don’t think so. He is 
against fakery, prude and priggishness 
Visalaic a a o; eS ee eee 
celluloid, but often, like a hittle bo 


tends in the opposite direction and believes 
cheap naturalism to be Art. 

Anyhow, shortly after the Times hit 
the streets, things began happening. 

Not only did the movie industry take 
him to task for preferring a foreign film 
over home product (especially at a time 
when boxoffice receipts aren’t any too 
high), but then came a curious happening. 


Max YOUNGSTEIN, a vice presi- 
dent at United Artists (the landlord com- 
pany that finances and distributes such in- 
dependent productions as Trapeze) with- 
ar the U.A. ads from the newspaper in a 

uff. 

Of course, Mr. Youngstein has a right 
to advertise where he wants. He’s under 
no obligation. But it certainly struck a 
blow to the public relations of an industry 
that loves to clamor for less restrictions 
and more freedom of speech for the 
screen. 

Censorship, in any form, has been re- 
peatediy decried by members of this in- 
dustry. Now, when a picture is criticized 
adversely, what happens? The company 
(so concerned with “freedom” when it was 
releasing The Man With The Golden Arm) 
doesn't wanna play, sulks and withdraws 
its advertising. Certainly this would seem 
to be a hint that poor reviews mean no ad- 
vertising revenue for the newspaper. 

In a way it was a tribute to Mr. 
Crowther. His judgment, usually excel- 
lent, but sometimes awry, is always honest.

FTER reading the article. 
“Church Needs More Scholarly Apos- 
tles,” (June 10th issue) I would like 
to know the justification of the ap- 
parent contradiction between the 
Church’s “crying, urgent need” for 
scholars and the policy of many Cath- 
olic colleges and universities which 
award numerous athletic scholarships 
but very few scholastic scholarships. 


I think that the success of the 
policy of de-emphasizing sports at 
various universities does much to 
weaken an argument based on the 
prestige and publicity garnered by a 
top-flight athletic team. Yet because 
of the lack, indeed the absence, of 
adequate financial aid from our Cath- 
olic institutions, numerous well-qual- 
ified students, many of them destined 
to be the leaders of the future, are 
drawn to secular universities which 
do offer scholastic scholarships. Thus 
these young people are deprived not 
only of a Catholic education but also 
their allegiances, and future endow- 
ments are placed in a non-Catholic 
university simply because they do not 
or cannot play sports and cannot af- 
ford a Catholic education. 


It appears to me that the Church 
must decide whether she has a great- 
er need for high-powered football 
machines or for ‘“‘top-rank scholars.”
